SQUEEZING A WAR TAX OUT OF | and protect American producers trom 


SUGAR. 


An export duty ‘is forbidden by the 
Constitution, but it does not forbid 
embargo on exports when necessary 
to protect the public. Sugar is one 
of the few necessaries with respect 
to which the United States is. not self- 
sustaining. We are dependent for 
large portion of our annual con- 
sumption dpon imports of “raW sugar. 
In 1913 our imports were 4,740,041,- 
488 pounds out of a total consump- 
tion of 8,252,130,935 pounds. 

In these circumstances the spec- 
tacle of heavy exports of sugar when 
the price to the domestic consumer is 
steadily mounting, irresistibly sug- 
gests the query how far the rights 
of the people should be sacrificed to 
the refiners’ greed for profits. Ab- 
normal conditions abroad have cre- 
ated an enormous demand for refined 
Stgar, causing a very rapid rise in 
price. But we have adopted a prin- 
ciple which is designed to stabilize 


conditions in the domestic market 


the competition of foreign producers. 
If this principle is applied for the 
benefit of manufacturers, why not 
apply it also to the consumer in the 
case of sugar? 

There should be fullest liberty for 
the export of surplus sugar, if there 
be any, but a sacrifice of American 


&j| people to the needs of Europe when 


there is an obvious remedy ought not 
[Re tolerated. As we cannot tax ex- 
ports, we can forbid them if they 
drain the domestic supply and force 
prices to a war level. The sources 
of supply of raw sugar are open to 
the American refiners. The oppor- 
tunity of profitable service is offered, 
but when refineries are standing idle 


—as for example one of the larger 
refineries in Philadelphia—it is a 
grievous wrong that exports should 
be permitted at a time when the only 
result is a new tax on the American 
people. 

Sugar exports at the present crisis 


deprive the United States of one of 


the advantages which justly belong 
to it by virtue of our unique position 
as the one great nation enjoying the 
blessings of peace. We not 
wholly escaped the burden of war,

but the increased price of sugar is un- 
just, unnecessary and can be reme- 
died.

SAYVILLE AND TUCKERTON 

It was a fine lot of war news from 
Berlin via Nauen that was given out 
by the Telefunken Wireless from Say- 
ville yesterday. Naval experts are 
mystified. Theye say the Radio Sta- 
tion at Arlington, Va., is admittedly 
the most powerful on this side of the 
Atlantic, and at that time of the year 
when there is most of static electric- 
ity in the air, is unable to pick up 
anything from the continent of Eu- 
rope. It does not appear that either 
this station or any ship that has re- 
ported got a single wave of the Say- 
ville news. But the theory has been 
developed that the news from Nauen 
was relayed by the Kronprinz Wil- 
helm, or the Kaiser Wilhelm der 
Grosse, in mid-Atlantic, or pérhaps 
by both. 

The Sayville station is lcensed, 
and cannot be closed though it is cen- 
sored. The Tuckerton, N. J., station 
had been running without a Federal 
license, and has been shut up. Un- 
der our law it cannot get a license 
while hostilities are going on. 

If the relaying from German aux- 
iliary cruisers could be proven, it 
would more or less complicate the 
neutrality issue as to Sayville. But 
it ig not proven yet, and is, of course, 
not acknowledged. The United States 
Government is seeking to be fair to 
all interests, at the same time that 
it is true to the principle of neutral- 
ity. But wireless precedents, as The 
Eagle has indicated, are still to be 
made for international law, and the 
Administration in Washington is 
compelled to make them. That is 


an inevitable responsibility.
